Tho other sido of tho moon, being al- 


waya turned away from tho carlh, has beeii 
the uatural rtfugo of tho romantic school of 
Boleuographors. tiiuco it is forovor invisi- 
ble to human oyoH, they havo felt that they 
could people it to suit themselves. 
Sumo 


yeard ago tlio dfetliigulHluxl Dautali astrou- 
oiuor, Hanson, broached tho theory, sup- 
I>oi'ted by BOIHG elaborate cftlculntious, that 
the uido of tho moou turued towards tho 
earth wiw fur higher than tho other side, bo- 
iug lifted above it by fourteen miles «r 
more. It WUH easy to coiijecturo in this 
case that air mid water wight bo placed on 
that bide which is forever shut out from tho 
oyo of mau. Tho iiirisiblo will always bo 
the unnatural to some minds; but wo can 
do something to show that tho other Bide of 
the moon Is lilca enough to that which faces 
us. It Is to be noticed in the first place that 
though ct one time tho isolated obsorvov 
BQOH only a triilc loss then half the surface 
of 
tho 
moon, yet

periodic 


changes of position, ho will BOB rather over 
four sevenths of the whole surface of the 
sphere. If tho unseen part differs GO wide- 
ly from tho visible as some suppose it may, 
then wo should expect that the border 
would at least give us the beginning ot the 
uow order of things; but up to tho farthest 
bounds of vision, wo find the same wonder, 
ful association of cratnrs,fissures,aud ragged 
points oXrbcV which^mako up tbo lunar 
landscape. .• Moreover .on the extreme verge 
of the.moou wo liay.6 Bomo great Hues of 
mountain rftuge'ra kuowu as tbo Dairfel aud 
the liook mountains; these groat ranges,it is 
quite evident from their form, are segments 
of vast crater circles such as we have in tha 
Apennines and all the other grett mountains 


' of the moon.

upon R globe, these 
circles, 
we fiud 


that we arc enabled to cstond with tolerable 
certainty tho topography of this faco of the 
moon for some distance beyond the extreme 
point of vision. On the opposite, or north- 
ern side of the moon, there aro a few bands 


' of light, rather nuUsimct but still visible 


which extend around from tho other side 
Analogy shows us that these bauds are al- 
ways arranged with 
reference to some 


crater in a radial fashion; HO wo may reason- 
ably suppose that these lines which come 
around from tho other side flro also a part 
of some ray system which lies beyond the 
border. I am inclined to think that this 
uoQtrc is probably somo IflO miles beyond 
tho border. If those views be correct we 
hnvo only a few hundred miles, not over SOU 
milo^, in diameter, concerning which wo 
have not at.le.ist a probable basis for con 
jocture.—[Atlantic for September.
